Largely a Southern Problem. 


He cited the census figures indicating 
the percentage and the distribution of negro 
population; leas than 10 per cent of the 
population of the United States being negro, 
and nearly 48 per cent of the population 
in Georgia negro, and declared that ‘we 
can expect neither the disapparance nor the 
diminution of the numbers.to a negligible 
figure.’’ He said that four-fifths of the 
negroes are in the south: that race instinct 
and probably race prejudice seems strongest 
ip the English speaking peoples, the south- 
ern white people being mostly of British 
stock. ‘“*These facts alone sufficiently ex- 
plain,’’ he said, ‘‘the more conspicuous 
manifestation of race instinct in the south,’’ 
though ‘‘race Istinct may not be justly 
classed as either sectional or historical,’’ 
but that ‘it will manifest itself on 
reasonable provocation wherever numbers 
are sufficient to bring frequent contact or 
economic pressure.’’ 

He spoke of the laws which have en- 
deavored to deal, positively or negatively, 
with the race question, and then reviewed 
at length the report of the Chicago race 
pcommission following the Chicago rit. 
He regretted that the report did not indi- 
cate the treatment of negroes by whites of 
British stock. He reviewed the fifty-nine 
recommendations of the commission. select- 
ing seven, selecting three seemed practical: 
Providing as good schools and teachers for 
the negroes as for whites; placing inspec- 
tors with anthefity on street car lines 
patronized byw many negroes, and the ap- 
pointment of a permanent committee on 
race reiations to continue to study and 
recommend 

Recognize Race Instinct, 


"No individual, no commission, no organit- 
zation, can progress in the improvement of 
race relations that discards facts for theo- 
fy,’’ he asserted, ‘‘and does not recognize 
these fundamental data: 

**Race instinct, frequently exaggerated by 
race prejudice, does exist in the white man, 
is particularily strong in = British stock, 
and will manifest itseif on siight provoca- 
tion wherever the percentage of negroes is 
not so uegligible as to make contact infre- 
quent, 

"ie stimulated by economic pressure, 
sich as competition for jobs, or deprecia- 
tion of values in residential districts. 

“It makes absolutely impossible (at least 
with british stock) intermarriage, social 
intercourse, Mingling in recreations, assem- 
biies, places of amusement, hotels, restau- 
rants and, where negroes are numerous, | 
railway cars, stations and schools.

“Do you realize what a hard fate it is to 
be a negro? Put yourself in his place and 
imagine that throngh no fanit of yours, but 
merely because your skin is black, you are 
expected to go through life doing your share

your conntry, with handicaps and _ restric- 
tions such as these: You are barred from 
holding any office and may not serve as a 
juror. You may not be a clerk. You may 
work as a porter or waiter on a sleeping 
ear, but never as a condnector or a steward. 
You may work with white men as a skilled 
laborer, but never as a foreman. You 
may work at trades and vocations but, 
however well you may work, you have no 
hope of promotion. You are altogether 
barred from many trades and crafts. You 
are barred from the principal labor unions. 
You may be.a locomotive fireman, but 
never an engineer. Whatever your ability 
to pay. whatever rour dress, your habits, 
or demeanor, rou may never use the best 
facilities pfovided for public entertainment. 
These and many other handicaps must be 
your let and the lot of your children and 
rour children’s children, from the cradle to 
the grave. Imagine yourself so sitnated, 
would yon be content to accept it without 
question? Wonld you never dream of chang- 
ing it? Wonld yon cheerfully agree with 
those who believe that it must ever b2?’’ 

Commends Race Commissioners. 

Tle then called attention to the one 
wav in which in Georgia the problem is 
eerionelr. earnest!v being stndied, throngh 
the ‘offices of the ‘‘commission on inter- 
racial co-oneration’’—as in fourteen other 
states of the union. He cited the head of 
the Georgia organizations. Dr. M. Ashby 
Jones, hs a guarantee of the safetv of ‘‘our 
most sacred traditions.”” He told of the 
work this commission is doing in each 
Georgia county except where the negro is 
not present in nymbers. The suppport 
and the co-operation of all thinking citizens 
he solicited as the one way open to studv 
the anestion in Georgia and go as far as 
possible in its solution. He took occasion 
to speak of some of the obstacles to this 
sane manner of going abort the business 
ef effecting co-operation and understanding 
and svmpathetic work of the races, scoring 
the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, and its organ, 
“The Crisis.’’ with some other leaders of 
the negro press whose inflvence makes co- 
oneration more difficult. He scored ‘*The 
Chieaeo TDefender’’’ as another conspicuous 
exception to the rule of preaching good-wi-l 
and co-oneration as voiced by many of the 
sane and earnest negroes. He gseored as 
enother chstacle the office-seeker wh. pan- 
ders to base instincts of race prejudice to 
further his own ends. He naid his respects, 
tom. to the K. K. K., which. denvine hos- 
tilitv to the negro, ‘‘nresents ai serions 
ohstacle ta those who’ are trving to 
brine about better relations between the 
problems introduced by the segregation 
question, the speaker concluded: 

White Men Must Decide. 


‘The white man is and will continue to 
be in the ascendency, and the races can 
co-operate only on terms which the white 
man will aecernt. T hone that having the 
power he will be just and liberal: 
but he will never regard it as just to risk 
even slightly the pernetual purity of the 
white race, and liheralitv will never induce 
him to abandon his insistence on segrega- 
tion, bnt that degree and kind which recog- 
nizes race imetinct and which race instinct 
demands, 

“T have spoken freely, not hesitating 
to point to our own shortcomings, but trv- 
ing to avoid criticism which is merely 
destruative. I have noted the marked 
progress of the negro in less than two gen- 
erations. This and his earlier progress 
(even with the handicap of slavery) from 
wuntutored savagery and paganism indicate 
capacity for further advance, and give en- 
couragement of successs—yes. substantial 
siccess, if we awake to full realization 
that we must be up and doing. The 
task is difficulf, but not hopeless, and it is 
our task. 

“tT know that deep down in vAnr hearts 
you have an affection for thenegro, Re- 
member his remarkable record during the 
civil war. During those four vears of 
irial there was not even one instance of 


faithiessness by the slaves left te care for | 


the helpless women and children on the 
plantation. And John Brown called for them 
in vain. It is a record of which any race 
should be proud, and I am sure that you 
are proud of it for then. 

Negro Deserves Sympathy. 

‘We know that we are in the ascendency 
and that his fate is largely in our hands. 
We know that as compared with ourselves 
he is helpless and that he deserves not our 
criticism, but our sympathetic interest; 
not our antagonism, but our help and our 
encouragement. I appeal to each of you 
for active aid in urging upon your com- 
munity and your state fair and impartial 
consideration of this harassing 
for study of it in the light of tradition; 
for encouragement and participation in the 
work of the inter-racial commission: and 
for a firm determination as men and women 
on whom higher duty rests that no unfair 
advantage shall be taken of our power, and 
that the negro shall always receive that 
justice and fair treatment which is his due, 
and which we cannot withhold if we wish 
to retain our self-respect.’’

Knockout Is Unexpected.

Development of Yale Crew 


This Year Is Startling 


If Yale Should Win Over 
Harvard in Long Race, 
Dope Will Be Complete- 
ly Upset, Says Camp. 


New York, June 19.—There has 
been nothing in college athletics this 
year which bas bulked larger than the 
startling developments made in Yale 
rowing under Coach Leader, who 
formerly coached the crews of the 
University of Washington. 

If Yale comes through at New Lon- 
don on June 2, with a clean-eut vie- 
tory over Harvard, and shows that 


her crew can row the 4-mile distance, ; 


at the same time displaying the ability 
and stamina shown in the shorter 
races, it will mean nothing less than a 
complete upset of opinions that have 
almost come to be regarded in the 
minds of some rowing men basic facts. 

Harvard, for example, anonunced in 
mid-season that thereafter separate 
crews would be trained for the short 
and long distances. Assertions galore 
have been made for the last few years 
that a crew training for a 4-mile race 
could not possibly be expected to win 
over the shorter distances and conse- 
quently must accept defeat in the 
short races if it looked forward to 
victory in the longer grind of the 
4-mile contests.

, Leader has shown the complete 
verification of his former mentor’s 
theories in the shorter races, If 
demonstrates that his men can keep 
up this stroke, not ten of eleven min- 
utes, but twenty to twenty-five, he 
will have proved that a crew may be 
trained and conditioned not only for 2 
miles, but for 4 miles. 

The impressive part about the 
stroke is the absence of any superflu- 
ous work or expenditure of energy. 

It is all rhythmic, smooth, non-ex- 
hausting and yet steady power is ap- 
plied in the most advantageous way 
for pushing the boat forward. The 
stroke takes all the advantage of a 
fairly long slide and makes use of the 
powerful leg muscles which, applied 
at the right moment, do so much to 
drive the shell forward. ‘There is a 
delicate, sensitive reach for a moder- 
ate amount.of water into which the 
oar bites clearly. The power is ap- 
plied immediately and carried well 
through. 

Any one who goes to the race at 
New London will be interested in see- 
ing from personal observation: whether 
the theories of Conibear and Leader 
are applicable to the 4-mile journey. 

Harvard's improvement in the last 
week has heen quite marked, and this 
not only adds to the interest of the 
race, but will assure a real test of the 
Leader stroke under fierce competi- 
tion.
